Brethren, there is no vice more easi- 
ly contracted, more difficult to conquer 
or more fatal to all the nobler parts of 
man, than intemperance. It would 
seem, that the grand enemy of our 
race, could not have invented a more 
effectual weapon to extirpate frem tbe 
human bosom, all propensity to: good- 
ness, and present man asa being de- 

raded and lost beyond redemption. 
aad round with temperate habits, 
many virtues flourish in the human 
heart, yielding the fruits of peace and 
joy. But the maddening draught 

breaks down every barrier which phil- 
osophy, masonry or religion erects, lets 
in every loathsome and destructive vice 
and doubly ruins ruined man. Heaven 
has placed reason in the watchtower of 
the human frame, as the wakeful senti- 
nel to guard the avenues of our souls 
and repel the inroads of appetite and 
passion. But he who takes the intoxi- 
cating cup, stabs this faithful sentinel, 
throws open the citadel of his heart, and 
yields himself a willing victim to the 
enemies of hisnature. Howjdid Alex- 
ander weep over his murdered friend, 
whom in a drunken, furious moment he 
had stabbed! How dees every intem- 
perate man mourn over the follies, the 
vices, and the crimes, into the commiss- 
ion of which, this habit leads him? 

Whether we regard it as reducing the 
man of sense to the simplicity of a 
child, or rousing the peaceful citizen 
to the fury of a madman, or casting 
God’s image, a senseless beast, into 
the grovelling dirt, this vice is every 
way loathsome and detestable. How 
can man respect or woman love a 
drunkard, a brute so lost? What re- 
gard can he have for a wife, children, 
friends or country? Insober moments, 
must he not look with utter loathing 
even on himself, and be acutely con- 
scious, that he does not deserve the 
respect, protection or society of men? 

Masonry condemns this vice in the 
severest terms. Its practice is hostile 
to all her principles, and utterly pros- 
trates all her benign influences. Her 
gentle admonitions are drowned in the 
noise of a debauch, and she ceases to 
reason with the intoxicated madman. 
To attempt exciting a sense of virtue 
and cecency among cups, is as vain as 
attempting to drown the rattling thun- 
der with the musick of the lute. Ma- 
sons should avoid this vice as a deadly 
enemy. Its approaches are artful and 
insidious. There is a kind of gentle- 
manly drunkenness, which sometimes 
presents us the silly, good natured 
shadows of respectable citizens walking 
our streets, half beasts and half men— 

ibeasts, with the power of speech! Is 
sthere any thing great,good or honorable 
pin this? I pity degraded reason when I 
mee. see itthus, and wish from my heart, 

p-that the bodies from which it is so nearly 
-expelled, might, for a time, assume the 
hoofs and bair of that quadruped to 
which their minds are so analogous. 

How can a man thus degrade himself 

as if there were pleasure or honour in 
§ playing the brute? Masons who do it 
repeatedly and habitually, show little 
respect forthe principles they profess, 
and prove themselves unworthy of our 
order. 

_ Not second to this vice, is the prac- 
ptice of profanity. For using the name 
of Deity on cvery trivial occasion, 
there is noexcuse, If the profane man 
disbelieve the existence of a God, how 
ridiculous Mis to swear by his name! 
it, how horrible is his 
gorene: € mason has not the paltry 
apology of the atheist, and cannot 
from criminality, under 

plea that he has merely ‘been 


ridiculous, for in becoming a mason, he 
solemnly acknowledges his belief in the 
existence of a Deity. That very book 
which he has adopted as the rule of his 
faith, tells him in Sinai’s thunders, 
‘* thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain,” and in the 
christian dispensation, it says to him.ia 
milder tones, ‘‘ swear not at all.” 
With the admission that Ged exists, 
and with these injunctions from his own 
mouth, how can a mason be profane! 
When he looks round and sees all na- 
ture, inthe spirit of harmony and be- 
nevolence, from her hills and dales, in 
her winds and clouds, from her sun, 
planets and stars, shout a God, a God, 
how can he use that sacred name, 
which ought never to be uttered but 
with love and reverence, to give bitter- 
ness to angry curses, or add importance 
to the most trivial remark? If some 
masons believe what they profess, how 
thoughtless, or how heaven-daring is their 
conduct! If, without thinking of the 
Great Supreme, they use his sacred 
name, they are criminally thoughiless ; 
and if they do think of him, they are 
bidding heaven defianee, and allempling to 
hurl back the Thunder’s bolt! ‘Ihe Bi- 
ble tells us, that ‘‘ for every idle word, 
God will bring us unto judgment.” 
What then will be the fate of those 
who wilfully and perseveringly use a 
word infinitely worse than idle! My 
brethren, if any of you are addicted to 
this vice, it is your duty instantly to 
abandon it. Every time you needless- 
ly utter the name of God, you violate 
the principle of Masonry, and break a 
direct command of God himself. 
Masonry is not confined to things, 
present, nor from manonly does she look 
for areward. The happiest life is often 
chequered with good and evil, and an 
unjust world sometimes covers the most 
virtuous actions with infamy. But ma- 
sons should not be influenced by the 
laudits or the censures of a moment. 
t is painful to a good heart to bear the 
scorn of mankind; But what is that to | 
the pangs of guilt? If a virtuous ae- 
tion bring censure and a one 
praise, which should a good mason or a 
good man choose? What is censure to 
a pure heart? It may give pain; but it 
cannot kindle the consuming fire of 
self-condemnation. What is praise to 
a guilty soul! It is oil poured upon 
glowing coals. But rewards and pun- 
ishments are not equal here, and Ma- 
sonry as well as religion points to 
another world, where all shall receive 
strict justice, tempered only with mercy 
to the repenting soul. It shews us a 
ladder spanning with the rounds of faith 
Hope and Charity from earth to heaven 
After having mounted that ladder, when 
Faith is lost in sight, Hope is swallow- 
ed up in fruition, and Charity alone re- |

Our residence 
on earth is but a pilgrimage which we 
are dissectedto make, not like the Mus- 
sulman’s, to visit and decorate the 
senseless marble which contains the 
ashes of a deceased prophet; but to 
discipline our own hearts and scatter

When a vessel arrives 
the natives are seen flocking to the 
shore, extending their arms to receive 
the white men from a distant country, 
bringing with them the fruits of their 
agriculture in great quantities, at the 
lowest prices.

On the 19th of January, we saw 
Cape Briton, and soon after came to 
anchor in the Bay of Islands, about 
five miles east of the missionary estab- 
lishment, where we found several Eng- 
lish whaling-ships, viz. the ship George, 
Captain Gray, from London; the Roy- 
al Sovereign, Captain King and the 
Thetis, Captain Gray, trom the same 
place, These were skilful, enterpri- 
sing navigators, and very gentlemanly 
men. They all treated us with the 
greatest kindness, and I dined on board 
of each in turn, and received every at- 
tention that could be paid to a female 
in a distant country, whose very situa- 
tion excites some sympathy aud great 
courtesy. It is pleasant, if it is even 
at the farthest side of the globe to be 
where national prejudices are forgot- 
ten, and all are of the same family. It 
is impossible for those who speak the 
same language not at times to love one 
another. 

On the 20th of January, 1830, the 
English captains, my husband, and 
myself, went to pay our respects to the 
good people of the missionary establish- 
ment. My heart was overflowing at 
being once more in the embraces of 
Christian friends. Oh! there is relig- 
ion in the world, said I, mentally: when 
I saw the accomplished females who 
had Jeft all the comforts of society and 
the charms of friendship in England, to 
come to these shores of heathenish ig- 
norance and ferocity, for the sake of 
extending the Redeemer’s kingdom, 
putting their trust in him, and overcom- 
ing the vanities of this world. Their 
labors were incessant; for they did not 
allow themselves more than eight hours 
out of the twenty-four for repose and 
meals. All the rest were devoted to

native voices, in the canoes and on 
shore. 


The next day we could not sail as we 


all to twelve whale boats, handsomely 
manned, The natives had expected us, 
and came in myriads to see us. On 
touching the shore we were met by 
Kirry-Kipry the king; the queen then 
approached and extended most 
courteously to welcome an . ¢‘vican 
woman to her territory. 

Her appearance was affable au\} kind 
After our greeting was passed, she 
waved a fan she held in her left hand, 
and at this signal more than seven thou- 
sand of her train, of both sexes, broke 
out into a song of joyous welcome, after 
which they gave three cheers that made 
the welkin ring. They then formed two 
double paralle! lines, the females cora- 
posing the inner, and the males the 
outer sections. As we advanced the 
females fell on their knees, and the 
males on one knee. I was carried on 
a sort of stage or chair, by six of their 
principal warriors, who proceeded with 
great state and solemnity decorated 
with feathers of different kinds. Some 
of their ornaments were of surpassing 
beauty. ‘The women all bore a green 
branch in the “hands, and the heads ot 
the men we. ‘rnamented with branckes: 
and feathe,, we came within 
fifty yard, of the king’s palace, the 
pathway Was strewed with beautiful wild 
flowers, quite to the door, where we 
found elega‘it m*'*! spread for at least 
ten yards sqia The king now 
spread before us uk superb banquet of 
the choisest fruits oc: his clime, and the 
young women entertained us with many 
songs, of no ordinary melody; after 
which the warriors geve us a war-dauce 
for our amusement. There were at 
least two hundred of them. The king 
then came forward and made us a 
speech, and, to my surprise, he spoke 
very good English. The substance of 
the oration was in praise of the mission- 
aries.
